THE  SOVIET  leader’s  propos- 
al appeared  to  be  the  opening 
gambit  in  a long  campaign  ag- 
ainst Hammarskjold  for  refus- 
ing to  inject  the  U.  N.  force  in 
the  Congo’s  internal  affairs  and 
support  Soviet-favored  Patrice 
Lumumba, 

The  Soviet  delegation  had  not 
yet  tried  to  inscribe  the  propos- 
al on  the  agenda.  In  view  of  the 
support  for  Hammarskjold  a for- 
mal vote  would  go  overwhelm- 
ingly against  the  Russians. 

THERE  WAS  NO  chance  it 
could  get  the  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  General  Assembly  and  ap- 
proval of  the  Security  Council — 
where  the  West  has  four  veto 
votes — required  to  change  the 
U.  N.  charter. 

Khrushchev  could  expect  .sol- 
id support  for  his  proposals 
from  two  Communists  speaking 
today.  President  Antonin  Novo- 
tny of  Czechoslovakia  and  Pres- 
ident Mehmet  Shehu  of  Albania, 
and  probably  similar  endorse- 
ment from  Premier  Fidel  Castro 
of  Cuba  this  afternoon. 

OTHER  SPEAKERS  on  the 
list  today,  Canadian  Prime  Min- 
ister John  Diefenbaker,  Argen- 
tine External  Relations  Minister 
Diogenes  Taboada  and  Thai  For- 
eign Minister  Tiianat  Khoman 
were  expected  to  supply  rebut- 
tals. 

A full  cast  of  the  world  lead- 
ers in  New  York  for  this  Gen- 
eral Assembly  session  was  ex- 
pected to  be  on  hand  for  the 
Castro  speech. 

THE  BEARDED  revolution- 
ary’s government  announced  in 
Havana  over  the  weekend  that 
it  had  recognized  Communist 
China  and  North  Korea  and 
there  was  little  doubt  he  would 
hew  pretty  closely  to  the  Khru- 
shchev line. 

Cuban  sources  said  Castro  had 
planned  to  speak  as  long  as  four 
hours — he  has  done  seven-hour 
stints  on  television  in  Cuba — ^but 
that  he  was  being  advised  to 
trim  his  speech  down  to  about 
two  hours.

A familiar  face  to  many  of  the 
faculty  and  older  students  at 
Brigham  Young  University  will 
be  missed  this  year. 

Robert  Brown  Wilkinson,  fa- 
ther of  President  Ernest  L.  Wil- 
kinson, died  Sept.  18  in  a Salt 
Lake  hospital  of  causes  incident 
to  age.  Mr.  Wilkinson  la^ed  just 
one  month  of  being  95  years  of 
age. 

HE  WAS  bom  in  Salton,  East 
Lothian,  Scotland,  on  October 
17,  1865.  He  came  to  Utah  from 
Scotland  in  1875  at  the  age  of 
10  with  his  father,  a convert  to 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  and  two  broth- 
ers, Andrew  arid  Alexander. 

After  arriving  in  Utah,  the 
male  members  of  the  Wilkinson 
family  set  to  work  to  earn 
enough  money  to  bring  their 
mother  and  three  sisters  from 
Scotland  to  Utah. 

Because  of  the  necessities  of 
rugged  pioneer  life,  he  continued 
to  work  and  finished  only  the 
third  grade.  He  then  took  a job 
with  John  Browning,  famed  gun 
inventor,  as  a farm  hand.  He 
traveled  to  Bluff,  San  Juan 
County,  when  about  15  and 
worked  at  Bluff  and  Mancos  and 
Durango,  Colo.,  for  two  years. 

WILKINSON  earned  a horse 
and  saddle  by  doing  farm  work 
and  traveled  to  Oregon  to  work 
for  the  Oregon  Short  Line  Rail- 
road rit  Shoshone.  Idaho.  From 
there  he  went  to  Promontory 
Point  as  an  employee  of  the 
Southern  Pacific. 

At  Promontory  Point,  he  niet 
and  married  Cecilia  Andersen  of 
Bear  River  City.  During  the  next 
25  years,  he  worked  for  the 
Southern  Pacific  as  a fireman 
and  locomotive  engineer. 

He  attained  the  position  of 
high  priest  in  the  Church. 

ABOUT  21  years  ago,  the  Wil- 
kinsons moved  to  Redondo 
Beach,  California.  Mrs.  Wilkin- 
son died  in  1945. 

Mr.  Wilkinson  continued  to 
work  until  ho  was  past  80  years 
of  age.  Since  that  time  he  has: 


made  his  home  in  Washington, 
D.  C.,  and  Provo  with  his  son, 
Dr.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson.  He  be- 
came a familiar  figure  to  most 
campus  personnel  during  the 
time  he  resided  in  the  president’s 
home. 

HE  IS  survived  by  four  sons 
and  a daughter,  Dr.  Wilkinson, 
Provo;  Robert  A.  Wilkinson, 
Massapequa,  Long  Island,  N.  Y.; 
Mrs.  Elva  Wilkinson  Bell,  and 
Glen  A.  Wilkinson,  both  of 
Washington,  D.  C.;  and  Woodrow 
A.  Wilkinson,  Salt  Lake  City.  He 
is  also  survived  by  13  grandchil- 
dren and  11  great-grandchildren.

FULLBACK  Johnny  Johnson 
scored  three  times  to  push  San 
Jose  over  Brigham  Young,  21-8. 

The  Cougars  were  almost  mo- 
tionless during  the  first  half  and 
only  broke  loose  to  score  once 
in  the  third  quarter.  Jack  Gif- 
ford made  the  touchdown  and 
Bud  Belnap  ran  the  ball  for  the 
two-point  conversion. 

Colorado  State  fell  to  the  Air 
Force,  32-8  as  Rich  Mayo,  Fal- 
con quarterback,  tossed  three 
touchdown  passes  in  the  fourth 
period. 

UTAH  PLAYED  a sloppy  game 
against  Arizona,  but  still  found 
a victory  over  the-  weakened 
Wildcats,  13-3. 

Arizona  used  a Utah  fumble 
to  line  quarterback  Eddie  Wilson 
up  for  the  field  goal  that  gave 
them  their  only  score.

out  the  Skyline  slate  for  the 
weekend. 

MONTANA  plays  Idaho  at 
home  and  Utah  plays  at  home 
against  Oregon.  New  Mexico 
takes  on  Texas  Western  and  Wy- 
oming is  pitted  against  Arizona. 

The  outcome  of  the  first  two 
weeks’  contests  indicates  the 
Skyline  race  may  be  much  closer 
than  was  predicted  by.  most  of 
the  pigskin  experts  before  the 
season  began,  Montana,  New 
Mexico,  and  Colorado  State  have 
appeared  surprisingly  strong

Sleevless  Crop  Top 
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San  Jose  State  Smashes  BYU,  21-1

San  Jose  State’s  strong  air 
game  proved  to  be  too  much  for 
Coach  Tally  Stevens’  traveling 
eleven  Friday  night  as  the  Spar- 
tans rolled  up  an  impressive  21 
8 victory, 

COACH  BOB  Titchenal’i  crew 
showed  all-around  power  as  tliey 
outclassed  the  Cats  in  all  depart 
ments  with  fullback  Johnny 
Johnson  taking  the  ball  into  the 
end  zone  three  times  on  short 
bursts  of  three,  four  and  three 
yards.  The  Spartans  kicked 
points  after  touchdowns  three 
times  and  all  were  good. 

BYU’s  never-say-die  squad 
came  through  with  a tremendous 
drive  in  the  third  quarter  to 
score  their  only  tally  for  the  eve- 
ning on  a Belnap  engineered 
drive  which  saw  speedy  Jack 
Gifford  make  the  score.  The 
spark  to  this  drive  was  fanned 
by  sophomore  guard  Mike  Brady 
who  recovered  a San  Jose  fum- 
ble at  the  mid-field  stripe. 

IN  THE  FIRST  half  of  the  ball 
game,  San  Jose  was  all  power, 
pulling  a total  of  267  yards  to  25 
for  the  Cats  and  they  also  pushed 
across  two  of  their  three  seven- 


Pirates,  Yanks 
Nab  Pennants

It’s  official  . , . the  Yankees 
and  the  Pirates  will  play  in  the 
1960  world  series. 

New  York  won  its  10th  pen- 
nant in  12  years  under  Casey 
Stengel  by  beating  Boston  4-3 
while  second-place  Chicago  suf- 
fered a 4-0  loss  fo  Cleveland. 

In  the  National  I,eague,  Pitts- 
burgh was  able  to  back  into  the 
pennant  when  Chicago  beat  sec- 
ond-place St.  Louis  5-0,  mathe- 
matically eliminating  the  Cardi- 
nals from  pennant  contention. 
Milwaukee  beat  Pittsburgh  4-2 
when  Eddie  Mathews  of  the 
Braves  hit  a home  run  in  the 
10th  inning. 

In  other  major  league  action, 
Baltimore  beat  Washington,  3-1 
and  Detroit  downed  Kansas  City, 
6-5  in  the  American  League, 
Philadelphia  trounced  Cincin- 
nati, 7-1  while  San  Francisco 
topped  Los  Angeles,  13-9. 

For  the  Yankees,  champion- 
ships and  world  series  appear- 
ances are  the  rule  rather  than 
the  exception.  Only  twice  in  the 
past  12  years  have  the  Yanks 
failed  to  appear  in  the  annual 
fall  classic.  This  is  the  25th  pen- 
nant won  by  New  York.  They 
have  won  the  world  series  18 
times. 

The  Pirates  are  comparative 
strangers  to  the  October  series. 
Not  since  1927  has  Pittsburgh 
won  the  title.  That  time  they  also  ! 
played  against  New  York  in  the 
series.  The  Yankees  won  in  four 
straight  games.  Since  then  Pitts- 
burgh had  gone  33  years  with- 
out a pennant,  the  longest  wait 
in  baseball. 

It  took  almost  15  minutes  after 
Sunday’s  game  with  Milwaukee 
before  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates  be- 
gan to  act  like  a team  that  had 
just  won  a pennant. 

The  three  straight  losses  to 
Milwaukee  took  some  of  the  edge 
off  the  locker  room  celebration. 
Third  baseman  Don  Hoak  said 
the  Pirates  played  “lousy”  in  the 
Milwaukee  series.  He  said,  “I’m 
not  unhappy  about  anything.” 
but  he  wasn’t  smiling.  General 
manager  Joe  Brown  admitted 
there  had  been  a letdown. 


pointers  in  the  initial  half.  Both 
of  these  scores  came  at  the  end 
of  long  marches  .which  saw  San 
Jose  hit  the  Cougar  line  for  70 
yards  both  times. 

Offensively  for  the  California 
squad  it  seemed  as  though  John- 
son was  doing  all  the  work,  and 
he  did  score  all  three  of  their 
TD’s,  going  over  for  the  third 
one  with  about  three  and  a half 
minutes  left  in  the  final  period. 
Johnson  was  given  some  great 
assistance  from  the  Spartan  line 
which  out-weighed  the  Brighams 
by  at  least  ten  pounds  per  man. 

MIKE  JONES  and  Chan  Gal- 
legos sparked  the  air-attack  on 
the  Cougar  defense  and  picked 
holes  in  it  at  will.  With  these  two 
accurate  passers  moving  the  ball 
through  the  air  any  time  they 
needed  room,  San  Jose  held  a 
comfortable  lead  of  14-0  at  the 
half. 

A rash  of  penalties  marred  the 
game  in  the  fourth  quarter  and 
also  saw  BYU’s  stellar  fullback, 
Dick  Darling  ejected  from  the 
game  for  a personal  foul.  It  was 
a comedy  of  errors  with  the 
script  running  like  this:  San 
Jose,  clipping,  15  yards;  BYU, 
piling  on,  l5  yards;  San  Jose, 
offside,  5 yards;  BYU,  clipping, 
halfway  to  goal  line  from  the  17. 
Even  in  the  penalty  column  BYU 
were  behind  their  opponents. 

APART  FROM  the  one  sus- 
tained drive  in  the  third  period 
the  Cats  could  hardly  get  the 
ball  off  the  ground.  Quarterback 


Bud  Belnap  seemed  disinclined  to 
go  to  the  air  and  had  to  call  on 
Ron  Jacobson  to  kick  the  Cou- 
gars out  of  many  a difficult  spot. 

Before  Darling  was  ejected 
from  the  game,  he  played  what 
is  to  be  considered  as  the  most 
consistent  offensive  effort  of  any 
of  the  Tabbies,  picking  up  at 
least  two  Spartan  fumbles  and 
many  of  the  Cougars’  few  yards. 
Jack  Gifford  also  came  up  with 
some  very  good  offensive  play 
and  was  largely  responsible  for 
the  lone  Provo  marker.  Belnap 
and  Bill  Wright  also  looked  good 
for  the  Cougars.  • 

DEFENSIVELY,  although  the 
Spartans  were  able  to  move  al- 
most anywhere  that  they  wanted 
to,  the  Cougars  put  up  a good 
fight  and  did  hold  the  score  to  a 
respectable  one.  End  Merlin 
Smith,  fullback  Dick  Darling, 
end  Gene  Frantz  and  tackle  Wes 
Vorwaller  made  many  of  the 
stops  which  kept  the  agile  Spar- 
tan attack  at  bay  as  long  as  pos- 
sible. 

All  in  all,  the  game  story  is 
told  by  one  thing:  ball  control. 
While  statistics  show  that  San 
Jose  led  BYU  in  almost  every 
department,  this  is  the  one  which 
really  told  the  tale.  In  the  fourth 
period  the  Provoans  had  the  ball 
only  three  times  and  were  unable 
to  capitalize  either  time.  On 
each  of  these  three  occasions  the 
Cougars  were  unable  to  get  any 
more  than  five  yards  before  the 
fourth  down  situation  came  up 
and  Jacobson  had  to  kick.
